Our readers will recall the swindle 
that was made in Hamilton county 
several years ago, where a stranger 
secured several hundred dollars on a 
forged mortgage, he using the name 
of Samuel McKey, of Tipton. 
I ^ de­ 
veloped that this same man was op­ 
erating all over the country and is 
believed to be again operating in In­ 
diana. and may be in this community. 
The other day in Scottsburg this 
man i-< believed to have swindled a 
bank out of a couple of thousand dol­ 
lars and there came from Freemont. 
Neb., a circular sent to the various 
sheriffs < fhces in this State. 
It was 
sent by the sheriff of the county in 
which Freemont is located and it 
gave a full description of this fellow. 
He swindled a bank at that place out 
of $3,000 a few weeks ago, and he 
worked the same game that he work­ 
ed in other places. 
His plan was to go into a commu­ 
nity and pretend that he was look­ 
ing for a farm. 
He is an expert pen­ 
man and knows all about the title 
and 
record 
books. 
Generally he 
hunted up a real estate man and in 
that way may get acquainted with 
1he banks. 
After finding a farm to 
suit him he arranges to close the 
deal hiter and then he finds his way 
to the court house where he makes a 
special examination of the records to 
satisfy himself as to the title. 
Then 
he forges the name of the land owner 
to the deed, forges the seal of the 
notary and presents his deed to the 
bank, with which institution he has 
prev -uslv 
arranged for a loan in 
e'-pir he purchased the place. 
He 
borrows money on the forged deed 
and then skips out. 
In '(»me places he is reported to 
have borrowed as much as $4,000. 
and the Nebraska officials say he has 


swindled banks out of $75,000 the 
past year. 


“In the last ten years the Ameri­ 
can people have invested $50,000,000 
in fake mining 
schemes/’ Warren 
Dickson, the new head of the post- 
( ffice inspectors in 
this 
city, said 
yesterday, aeording to the New York 
Tribune. 
He was talking about the 
investigation being made of the a f­ 
fairs of William T. Wintemute, who 
is in the Tombs, awaiting tomorrow, 
when his counsel will endeavor to 
have the bail, fixed at $5,000 by the 
United States Commissioner Shields, 
reduced to something within reach of 
Mr. Wintemute’s pocket. 
Wintemute, through 
his 
counsel 
and otherwise, denies his culpability. 
The 
postoffice 
authorities 
declare 
that the circulars and other docu­ 
ments used by him and his agents to 
induce persons to invest in the stock 
of the Gold Run Mining and Milling 
Company were exaggerated, coming 
within the meaning of 
the 
Revised 
Statutes of the United States against 
a misuse of the mails; and the post- 
office inspectors say that $1,300,000 
was taken in from the sale of Gold 
Run stock. 


It was the result of an investiga­ 
tion of so-called fake mining enter­ 
prises, that showed $50,000,000 had 
been lost by investors in the last ten 
years. 
Mr. Dickson 
believed 
that 
■that sum was a very conservative es­ 
timate. 
The government has gone 
after persons who used the mails for 
mining and other business promoition 
before this, but never so determined­ 
ly as at present, for it is bound to 
wipe out all manner of missuse of the 
mails, no matter what the articles the 
dealers in inflated or false ventures 
mav seek to sell.

ber of States and Authorities Are 


Taking Every Precaution to Get the 


Situation in Hand— The Losses Are 


Beyond Calculation. 


Spokane, Aug. 25,—Dispatches from 
Avery, Idaho, tell of the finding of the 
bodies of twenty forest service men 
near that place. 
Additional informa­ 
tion was to tne effect that a party of 
Japanese laborers and four negro sol­ 
diers from Company G, Twenty-fifth 
United States infantry, had been re­ 
ported missing. It is feared that they, 
too, have perished. 
The first official report given out 
previously to the receipt of the wire 
from Avery, placed the number of 
dead at fifty-four. 
If later dispatches 
are 
correct 
the 
number 
definitely 
known to have perished will be raised 
to about eighty. 
Rain, turning to snow' in the high 
mountains, has orought relief to a 
large 
part of Idaho, 
Montana and 
Washington districts that have been 
devastated by forest fires. The storm, 
according to reports from Missoula, 
has extended over 
an area of 100 
square miles, taking in the Coeur D’Al­ 
ene district. 
When the roll of the Coeur D’Alene 
national forest employes was called in 
the office of Supervisor \V. R. Weigle 
at Wallace, all of the men were ac­ 
counted for except Joseph P. Halm of 
Wallace, a deputy ranger, who had 
performed excellent w^ork and was last 
seen with his crew north of the Big 
Fork of the Coeur D'Alene river in a 
district that was burned over Saturday 
night. 
Grave fears for the safety of 
the crew are felt. 
Rangers are opening a road from the 
Bullion mine to Wallace, in order that 
the bodies of the men who may have 
perished at the mine may be brought 
here for burial. 
Deputy Edward C. Pulaski of Wal- 
lace, whose name has been mentioned 
frequently in the fire dispatches for 
his bravery, lies on a cot in the Hope 
hospital at Wallace, blinded in one eye 
and badly burned on the head and 
hands. 
Reports are that everywhere except 
near the towns the fires were spread­ 
ing. Many companies of United States 
troops were on the way to the red bat­ 
tlefield, hoping to outmaneuver an en­ 
emy that could not be conquered by a 
front attack. 
Reports from the forest fires on the 
Middle Fork and in the Elk City re­ 
gion states that the wind blew a gale 
and the ground gained by the rangers 
and volunteers in the lull in the tem­ 
pest last Monday had been lost. 
Maj. 
Fenn, who is in command of 500 men. 
considers the situation desperate, and 
although the almost exhausted fire 
fighters are working with renewed en­ 
ergy, he has little hope of making any 
headway. 
However, the wind has fal­ 
len and the Games are advancing less 
rapidly. 
Nearly 100 men w'ho were sent to 
the assistance of the rangers in that 
locality a week ago have been unable 
to get through. 
Snyder’s pack train, 
with supplies for the twenty rangers 
at a camp beyond Old Man s vjreek. is 
still beleaguered at Rocky Ridge with 
a number of volunteers from Spokane, 
and McDaniel’s train is surrounded 
near Eldorado creek.

Korea Is Now a Part of Japan 


Through Formal Transfer. 


Tokio, Aug. 25.—The text of the con­ 
vention under which Korea is annexed 
to Japan has been communicated to 
the representatives of the powers. The 
document, which according to now- es­ 
tablished facts 4vas signed Aug. 22, 
will be effective when officially pro­ 
mulgated. 
This will occur, according 
to some of the ministers, Aug. 29 or 
Aug. 30, when the independent exist­ 
ence of the hermit kingdom, the strug­ 
gle for w'hose control started the Rus­ 
so-Japanese wat*, will cease. 
Baron Hirata, minister of the interi­ 
or, summoned the proprietors of all 
the Japanese newspapers to his cab­ 
inet and requested them to publish no 
unauthorized 
information 
regarding 
the situation in Korea. 
He pointed 
out that such publication under exist­ 
ing conditions would make the task 
of Japanese government more difficult. 
The newspapers agreed to his wishes 
and nothing regarding ttie annexation, 
beyond official statements, will there­ 
fore be published before the publica­ 
tion of the promulgation of the con­ 
vention. 
The Japanese government, which 
has a large number of representatives 
already in Korea, will be prepared to 
take over the machinery of adminis­ 
tration in Korea without any delay. 
Considerable uneasiness is reported at 
Seoul 
owing to the circulation 
of 
threats of disorder following the an­ 
nexation. 
These emanate, according 
to the view* taken here, from malcon­ 
tents who have not received the con­ 
sideration which they think due them 
in the provision made by the conven­ 
tion for the future of the Korean royal 
family, nobles and officials. 
Spontane­ 
ous outbreaks in protest against the 
absorption of Korea by Japan are ex­ 
pected, but serious rioting or even 
widespread objection from the Kore­ 
ans to the annexation are not proba­ 
ble.

Stand for Progressive Policies and 


Give the Old Guard All the Fight It 


Wants. 


New York, Aug. 25.—Former Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt was quoted as saying 
in Herkimer that he had read in the 
papers the statement made by William 
Barnes, jr. In that statement Baraes 
had left no doubt that he would con 
tinue to fight Colonel Roosevelt. 
“Well, then,” said the colonel, when 
questioned about the statement, “they 
will have all the fight they want. 
I 
am only going to that convention be­ 
cause I feel that the public interest— 
the interest of the people of the state 
of New York—demands that the party 
be given a chance to stand squarely 
and uncompromisingly for clean, de­ 
cent, honest politics. 
“I go up to that convention to make 
my speech exactly as I had originally 
planned it, and while I hope there will 
be enough good sense to prevent any­ 
one opposing the principles for which 
I stand, yet if they do oppose me, it is 
their own affair. 
As far as I am con­ 
cerned the issue shall be absolutely 
clean cut.” 
The fight between the old guard and 
the progressives of the Republican 
party is to be taken to the convention. 
It has been agreed by both sides that 
the struggle for the control of the 
convention will be one of the liveliest 
that has happened in this state for 
many years past. William Barnes, jr., 
who is remaining in town for the pur­ 
pose of meeting Timothy L. Woodruff, 
chairman of the state committee, who 
is at headquarters today, said, and he 
admitted that he was speaking for the 
leaders of the regular party, that any 
attempt to force a direct primary 
plank into the platform at the Sara­ 
toga convention and that any effort 
w'hich might be made to name some 
one other than Vice President Sher­ 
man as the temporary chairman of the 
convention would be fought to the last 
ditch by himself and his associates at 
the head of the machine. 
“I am ready to quit as a county 
leader,” said Mr. Barnes, “if we are 
beaten, and if my retention of the job 
of surveyor of the port of Albany rests 
upon my supporting the direct prima­ 
ry, then I will be willing to give up 
the job without my resignation being 
asked for.” 
Mr. Barnes thinks, however, that 
there will be no necessity for giving 
up either his place on the state com­ 
mittee or his survivorship for the rea­ 
son that, as he contends, the primaries 
will show' that the majority of the vot­ 
ers of the state are not in favor of di­ 
rect primaries. 
Mr. Barnes said fur­ 
ther that as it seemed apparent, from 
the statement made earlier in the day 
by Roosevelt at Herkimer, that the 
progressives, under the lead of Roose­ 
velt. were determined to insist on a 
direct nomination plank, the regulars 
were willing to accept the issue and 
to fight it out at the convention.
